DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 1 , line 6 of the first paragraph and line 4 of the second paragraph, "potable 
telephone" should be corrected to "portable telephone." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meyers 
(5,731,914). Meyers discloses an image pickup lens that has a lens body (LI in Fig. 1), wherein 
at least one of the faces of the lens body is formed into an aspherical shape (SI, col. 4, line 22), 
and at least one of a first face of the lens body adjacent an object and a second face of the lens 
body adjacent an image pickup surface is a Fresnel face (S2, col. 4, lines 15-16; see also col. 4, 
lines 7-8 and col. 2, lines 7-8). 

In regard to claim 2, the Meyers lens body (LI) is made of a single lens piece. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maruyama 
(5,796,520). Maruyama discloses an image pickup lens that has a lens body (201 with 202 in 
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g. 46 A and the lens body with surfaces ri-ra in Fig. 49), wherein at least one of the faces of the 
lens body is formed into an aspherical shape (third surface rs, col. 34, line 2), and at least one of 
a first face of the lens body adjacent an object and a second face of the lens body adjacent an 
image pickup surface is a Fresnel face (first surface ri, col. 33, line 67 and col. 34, line 1; the 
diffraction surface disclosed is a type of Fresnel face). 

In regard to claim 3, the lens body is formed of a first lens piece and a second lens piece 
bonded to each other (pieces 201 and 202 in Fig. 46A and pieces ri-r2 and r2-r3 in Fig. 49).
